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General Register of Births, &c., Office, 
Adelaide, March, 23, 1875. 

Sir—I have the honor to submit the following report and 
returns of the Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
in the Province of South Australia, during the year ended 
31st December, 1874. 

The births numbered 7,696 (males 3,913, females, 3,783), 
the deaths 3,434 (males 1,912, females 1,522), and persons 
married, 3,222. 

POPULATION. 

The excess of births above deaths is 4,262, which together 
with the excess of immigration above emigration, gives the 
estimated population on the last day of the year as 204,883 
(males 104, 995, females 99,888). The natural increase is 
100 below the average of the ten years immediately pre- 
ceeding, and 503 under the highest recorded during that 
period. 

BIRTHS. 

The births, 7,696 are higher in number than in any previous 
year. They exceed the highest, those of 1868, by 449. The 
birth-rate, 39°32, for every thousand of the population, com- 
pares favorably with that of 1873, when it is recorded as 
36°96, it is also above that of 1870, 1871, and 1872. 

Compared with 1873, the births exceed by 589. The 
principal increase is in the District of Adelaide, and amounts 
to 299. The other districts in which increase appears, are 
Hindmarsh, 50; Port Adelaide, 58; Daly, 28; Willunga, 
11; Robe, 14; Morphett Vale, 14; Talunga, 47; Angaston, 
59; Kapunda, 88; Burra, 118; Clare, 84; Frome, 7. The 
births in the following districts are less in number— 
Yankalilla, 20; Encounter Bay, 26; Strathalbyn, 30; Grey, 
29; Wellington, 11; Mount Barker, 8; Nairne, 12; Higher- 
combe, 16; Port Gawler, 20; Crawford, 13; Barossa, 10; 
Upper Wakefield, 20; Flinders, 21. 

Sex.—The births of males exceed those of females by 130; 
the former being 3,918 ; the latter 3,783. The proportion of 
males born to females is 103°3. In 1873 the proportion is 
102°8. In England the proportion, over a series of years, is 
stated in round numbers 104 boys to 100 girls; in Victoria 
itis reported 102°65; in New South Wales, 101°48. 

Seasons.—The births registered in the second quarter, 
numbered 2,068; in the the third, 2,042; in the fourth, 1841; 
in the first, 1745. The quarterly rate per 1,000 of the mean 
population for those periods as successively stated above, is 
given as 10°30, 10:07, 9:00, and 8°77. In this year the 
births in the second quarter exceeded those of the third, 
otherwise the rule, with one exception, in 1856, has invariably 
been that the births in the third appear numerically the 
highest. The difference between the third and second 
quarters has varied considerably, as is shown in an annexed 
comparative table of birth returns for the ten years from 
1864 to 1878. In some years the excess of the September 
quarter above the June, reaches, as in 1867, as high as 270, 
or as again, in 1868, to 217. Inother years, 1871 and 1872, 


it declines to 68 and 57 respectively. As stated, the excess 
in the present year is, to a slight extent, in favor of the 
second. The first and fourth quarters hold the relation that 
they hitherto, without exception have held. 

In the thirty-fourth annual report of the Registrar-General 
of England, it is said “‘ The birth-rate is usually highest in 
the winter (March quarter of the year).” In the New 
South Wales report for 1873, to the winter (September), 
quarter, is given the highest birth-rate; in that of Victoria, 
1873, it is also stated that “The births have been greatest 
in the quarter ended 30th September.” 

DEATHS. 

The deaths, 3,434, are the highest recorded in any one 
year. They exceed the highest, those of 1867, by 495, the 
lowest, in the years from 1864 to 1873, by 1,260. The 
greatest disparity appears in the last quarter of the present 
year, when the deaths numbered 1,219. The like quarter in 
1871, 1872, and 1878, had assigned to it 607, 628, and 604, 
respectively. ; 
population is 17-28; that of 1873 is 13-68. In the course of 
ten years this rate has been twice exceeded, in 1864, when 
itis given at 18:27, in 1867, at 17:31. In the former of 
these years the high per centage was attributable to scarlatina; 
in the latter, to the prevalence of measles. This year also is 
distinguished by the appearance of measles as an epidemic. 
In England, in 1871, the death-rate to every 1,000 of the 
population was 22°6 in 1873; in New South Wales, 13°85; 
in Victoria, 14°74; inSouth Australia, 13°68. The high rate 
of the year under consideration is exceptional, and is due to 
the continuance and introduction of an epidemic. 

Sex and Age.—The deaths of males numbered 1,912, of 
females 1,522; the former being 55:7 per cent. of the whole 
number registered; the latter 44:3. In England (twenty- 
ninth annual report), the per centage of the deaths of males 
was reckoned at 51:6; of females, 48:4. It might thus be 
considered that the proportion of deaths of males to that of 
females is, in this country, unduly high. In England, how- 
ever, males constitute 49 per cent., females 51 per cent. of 
the living population; in South Australia (January 1, 1874), 
it is the reverse, the males constitute 51 per cent. females, 
49 per cent., of the living population. 

Of the whole number of deaths registered, 3,484, those 
under five years of age amounted to 1,949, or 57.3 per cent. 

Seasons.—The number of deaths as reported in the natural 
quarters of the year thus appear—In the first quarter, 745; 
in the second 805; in the third, 665; in the fourth, 1,219. 
The customary returns for the last ten years, with the excep- 
tion of two years, give the highest number of deaths in the 
second quarter. The departure from this general registration, 
in ascribing the highest number to the fourth quarter, is 
apparently accounted for from the prevalence of measles, as 
an epidemic, which did not appear in a single instance in 
either the first or second quarters. The highest number of 
deaths in any one month is in December, amounting to 546. 
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Locality.—Increase in the number of deaths is principally 
found in the District of Adelaide, 886; Hindmarsh, 39; 
Port Adelaide, 80; Daly, 149; Nairne, 59; Barossa, 47; 
Kapunda, 49; Burra, 69; Clare, 28. 

Causes of Death.—The number of deaths assigned to the 
first, or zymotic class, is 1,054; which exceeds the highest 
registered in the ten preceeding years, by 53. Compared 
with 1873, there is an excess of 484; which in a great 
measure is attributable to deaths caused by measles. In the 
previous year, 1873, but one death had been assigned to this 
disease, in 1874, 280. This epidemic made its first appear- 
ance at the commencement of the latter half of the year, and 
thus increased rapidly month by month, three deaths being 
recorded in July, 12 in August, 30 in September, 72 in 
October, 70 in November, and 93 in December. The 
localities in which the mortality was greatest were the 
District of Adelaide, 50; and the District of Daly, 119. 
Under this class, and in the order miasmatic, diarrhcea has 
ascribed to it 211; inthe place of 134 in the preceding year; 
typhoid fever, 97 for 68; diphtheria, 76 for 61. 

In tubercular diseases (Class 11, Order 2), phthises has 
increased from 153 to 179. 

In Class 111, or local diseases, an increase is found to the 
extent of 141 above the highest, or from 1864. 

Diseases of the nervous system are 69 in excess; of the 
organs or circulation, 25; of respiratory organs, 101; of 
digestive organs, 43. 

In Class ry, or developmental diseases, 636 deaths are 
registered ; an increase of 74 above those of the immediately 
preceding year. This increase is evidenced throughout each 
individual disease enumerated. 

In Class v, or violent deaths, there is a decrease in those 
occasioned by accident. 

MARRIAGES. 

The number of persons married during the year amounted 
to 3,222; which is 98 in excess of those of 1873; &00, of 
1872; and 722, of 1871. 


The rate for every 1,000 of the population is 16-2; in 1873 
the rate given is 16:3; in England and Wales, in 1871, it is 
16:7. 

Of the 1,611 marriages, 69 were celebrated by District 
_ Registrars; 43 of which took place in the office of the 
District Registrar of Adelaide. 

First Marriages, Re-marriages.—Of the number married 
1,441 were bachelors ; 1,462, spinsters; 170, widowers ; 149, 
widows. Widowers married to widows numbered 82; 
widowers to spinsters, 88; widows to bachelors, 67. 

Ages at Marriage.—The greatest number of persons, of 
both sexes, married at the ages from 20 to 25 years; the 
men being 587, the women, 655; a total of 1,242; which is 
less by 42, in. this division, than that of last year. This gives 
a ratio for those ages of 38:8 per cent. of the whole number 
married. Between the ages 25 and 30, there were married 
707 persons ; 472 men, 235 women, giving a ratio of 22:1 of 
the total married. Between 15 and 20, and also including 
minors whose exaet ages are not stated, there were 399 
persons; 24 men, 375 women. This is 147 less than in 
1873. Four males are found in the highest ages recorded, 
between 65 and 70, and one female between 60 and 65. 

In the annexed return of marriages for the year, 312 persons 
are arranged under the columnar headings “ Full,’’ and 
‘“‘ Minor,” the exact ages not having been given. This is 
not in compliance with the Marriage Act, section 33, where 
it is enacted that ‘‘ The certificate of marriage shall be made 
out according to the form contained in the sixth schedule.” 
In this schedule the ages are given exactly, in numbers. 
Signature by mark. There were 228 signatures by mark; 
108 being those of men; 120, those of women. Such are 
under those of last year by 30.
